Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On page 12, applicant argue "the superstate is 
disposed next to, but not in contact with, the organic electronic device." This argument is not persuasive because the superstrate (250) of 
Padiyath et al. is disposed next to, but not in contact, with the organic electronic device (220) through a distance of a sealant (240; see 
e.g., Fig. 4). Furthermore, the superstrate (250) of Padiyath et al. is coupled directly to the sealant (240; see e.g., Fig. 4). Thus, Padiyath 
et al. discloses the claimed structure as set forth in claims 1 and 47. 
For the above reasons, the rejection is maintained. 
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
